It seems some of the eenators want to 
increase the salaries of congressmen from 
85,000 to 810,000, and members of the 
house sjmpatuze with them but still 
would not venture to double the yay, 
fearing a popular outbreak like the"sal- 
ary grab” excitement in 1873. The rea­ 
son for that outbreak was not so much 
the increase of salary as the feet that it 
was made retroactive. 
There is 
no 
ground for the belief that a reasonable 
increase of salary made in the proper 
manner now would arouse public indig­ 
nation or protest. 
But congressmen 
cannot afford to double their pay any 
more than they CDUld to date back the 
inoreate. as was done in the case of the 
memorable "salary grab” of 1873. The 
increase must be moderate and not re­ 
troactive.—Chicago Tribune. 
The question of increasing the salary 
of congressmen ie becoming a sober one 
with the members of both houses. To 
one who is not narrrowmmaed and is not 
I rejudged, the justice in demanding an 
increase in congressional salaries will 
appear plain for four reasoner 
First—The inter-state commerce act 
has largely increased the expenses of 
congreet men by catting off all passes so 
that in mm} oft es He increcse is nearly 
a thousand a year.

Third—In a very large majority of 
cases a ccrgreFtmen is forced to hire a 
cleik, Le t for his cwn benefit, but for 
the advantage of his constituents who 
are constantly writing Lim for favors. 
Some members Bud senators are actually 
requited to hire two cr three cleiks Hat 
the correspondence of their constituents 
may be trea’ed decently, and that errands 
demanded by ti eir officiel position may 
be ressonsbiy wed peifoimed. It is said 
on excellent authority that very many 
congressmen receive from 50 to 150 let­ 
ters a day, end c t course no one will 
d eny Hat a letter, no matter how unim­ 
portant it easy Ie or how lowly the 
writer, 
should 
receive 
a 
prompt 
and 
respectful 
answer. 
All 
this 
cannot 
be 
done 
without 
the 
aid of clerks, and the sentiment of an 
intelligent people will be that a con­ 
gressman who is not willing to meet the 
exactions cf his official position end do 
the very best for hie constituents, is no* 
worth his salary, There are 3cme con­ 
gressmen, not being able to hire a olerk, 
have to work almost day and night and 
perform the most exacting drugery to 
keep up with the demands of their cen- 
stitnentB, sud then probably fell short 
of satisfying them. 
Fourth—The galaxy of a congressman 
should be large enough to enable a poor 
men to till the pcsiticn creditably so far 
ae meeting financial obligations are con­ 
cerned. 
A men of very moderate cir- 
cnmstfcEcee who Las been elected to con­ 
gress BLd who loves his heme, should 
receives a salary sufficiently large to en 
able him to ket p h i use where his busi­ 
ness calls bim, and not be forced to 
abandon bis firmly during the session of 
congress. 
Let the increase be fair with no re­ 
troactive provision sbout it, and the peo­ 
ple Will not find fault. 
It was the 
"back pay’, that made tho "salary-grab’’ 
bill odious.

life is above suspicion. I want a similar 
man to succeed Postmaster Pearson.” 
Mr. Platt is not a funny man and sel­ 
dom laughs, but be seemed exceedingly 
amused. 
“Mr. President,” be said, “ I am going 
to Florida for a brief rest. If you eau 
find two such men as you want be good 
enough to send them to me. As the 
head of a great express oorapauy I need 
suoh men and I can afford to pay them 
double the amount cf salary which the 
government would allow them.” 
Mr, Platt was right There are compa­ 
nies and corporations that are ready to 
pay men President Harrison spoke [of 
twice or thrice the salaries the govern­ 
ment is paying. There is not a railway 
company in the United States of any sort 
of standing but that pays some of its of­ 
ficers double the salaries tbat the gov­ 
ernment pays to anyone except the pres­ 
ident. The government has never paid 
for brains, A man is expected to fill the 
office of secretary of state at 88,000 a year. 
and it will cost the secretary from 825,- 
COO to 870.000 a year to live in Washing­ 
ton.

The need for a hospital for inebriates 
bas often been urged by the state press 
and tetn a subject cf deliberation with 
our legislature, but as yet nothing bas 
been done in the direction of actually 
providing for snob need. 
Wisconsin 
has led eff nobly in the way of chanta­ 
ble and reformatory institutions, yet it 
may be doabted whether tha large, and 
it is to be feared, fast increasing class of 
rnebrates, does not more immediately 
and imperatively challenge attention 
than those a til to ted with any other form 
of insanity; whether it does not more 
loudly demand expeit treatment than 
anp other type of mental or physical de­ 
rangement.—State Journal. 
There is certainly great need of an in­ 
stitution for ohronio inebriates. 
There 
never has been one, and yet those who 
bale lest all their physical strength and 
their mental powers tLrcuph the misfor­ 
tune of drink, are as much entitled to 
special care and treatment at the expense 
of the state, as those who became insane 
through any otter cause. The Journal 
sa}s that Dr. Buchan,the member of the 
assembly from Bacile county, bas in­ 
troduced a bill, the provisions of which, 
at least temporarily, would meet the ex­ 
igencies cf the case. It directs that the 
supt riu ten dents of 
our state insaue 
hospitals shall set aside two wards 
of their respective hospitals for the ac­ 
commodation aud treatmeit of chromo 
Si ebnatce, and these wards are to be 
designated as the chronic inebriate de­ 
partments of the respective hospitals. 
The superintendents are entrusted with 
full charge tLd re spent ibility of these 
departments ic the irrespective hospitals. 
The subjects for commitment to these 
departments are to embrace habitual 
dtunkarde and ail iersons addicted to 
the UBC of narcotics beyond the degree 
of self-control.

If we could im­ 
agine the earth to be stripped of its coat 
of air, then eternal frost would reign over 
the whole earth as well as on the top of 
the mountains.

Springfield, DI., March 21.—The drain­ 
age bill won an easy victory in tho Senate 
Wednesday in the passage by Kl yeas 
of Senator MacMillan’s bill providing for 
the removal of dams in tho Illinois river. 
The event of tho day in the Senate was 
the death of the pool bill. 
Senator Gibbs 
carried out his purpose and got tho meas­ 
ure up for passage. 
It received only Id 
votes, with forty-two members present. 
Only twelve, however, voted la the nega­ 
tive on tho main question. 
The Senate re­ 
fused to take up a motion to reconsider by a 
vote of Id to 18. 
This so exhausted par­ 
liamentary practice as to effectually settle 
tho question for this session. 
The Matttiews bill requiring candidates 
for admission to tho Soldiers’ home to I e 
persons who have resided two years in tho 
State was passod. 
The general appropriation bill was rea I 
a second time and tho committee amend­ 
ments considered. 
Tho House bill permitting tho Chicago 
city council to increase the levy for sewer­ 
age purposes to 2 mills during the next 
two years was passed by tho Senate prior 
to adjournment. 
Gov, Fifer to-day issued a proclamation 
calling on tho people of the State to ob­ 
serve arbor day, April 22. 
It is probable 
a proclamation will lie issued later for tho 
observance of April 30, tho Washington 
centennial anniversary. 
Tho House to-day 
refused to let Mr. Lester get up the bill on 
that question, and tho presumption is that 
tho legislators have learned that they can 
not make a holiday by bill. 
Immediately after the reading of the 
Journal in the House tho Crawford bill to 
regulate stock yard charges come up as 
special order on third reading. 
After the 
reading of the bills Messrs. Jones and Mc 
Creary presented a petition from fifty or 
sixty lodges of the Illinois Grange asking 
for the passage of the bill. 
The farmers of both sides of tho House 
supported the bill almost unanimously, 
and the bill passed by a vote of UG yeas to 
27 nays. 
The House then proceeded to tho eonsid 
oration of Mr. Browne’s resolution to in 
vestigate, 
militia 
expenditures, 
which 
was the pending question at the adjourn­ 
ment during Tuesday’s deadlock. Tho yeas 
and nays wero ordered on Mahoney’s mo­ 
tion to table Whitehead’s proposition tor 
indefinite postponement of the resolution. 
When tho result was announced, however, 
it was found that the motion of Mr. Ma­ 
honey had been defeated by a vote of GG 
yeas to G8 nays. 
Mr. Cochran now moved tho reference of 
the resolution to the committee on military 
affairs, 
After an hour's partisan debate 
this was dono by a vote of TO yeas to G7 
nays.

Monday tbe Rev. John Foster, a Chica­ 
go divine, broke in npon the reading of 
a paper entitled ‘‘Bhakespeares Theol­ 
ogy” before a minister’s meeting with 
the bot declaration that the said Shake­ 
speare was ”a nasty old thing.” 
“I found tbe book so full of nastiness 
fr at I blushed for shame aud hid it away 
in my library,” he said. 
Ministers in general have taken the 
matter up and the expression of senti­ 
ments are vigorous. 
la the coarse of 
this report tbe Chicago Tribune says: 
The Methodist book eorcero carrieds 
many, some handsome,editions of Shak- 
speare’a plays. 
“I have never been in a theatre or cir­ 
cus in my life,” is the reply made by 
William P. Stowe, the agent, if a ques- 
| tiou ou that subjeo t is advanced. He is 
I a white-haired man and that declaration 
expresses a fixed principle. 
•‘But," he continued, “I esteem tbe 
works of Shakepeare for the good there 
lain them. A reading of Bhakspeare 
and a certain mastery of his writings is 
absolutely to a good education. Bis 
plays must not necessarily be seen to be 
appreciated. Yes, we carry Bhakspeare 
in stock and bot few ministers can be 
fonnd who have not his works among 
their store of books no matter how small. 
Shekspeare wrote with a moral profit to 
the reader in view, and from the 6tand~ 
point of his age be was a discreetand 
modest writer. With 
the growth of 
morals there is much cf his matter that 
may be considered indelicate to-day and 
he would not have committed 6uch feat­ 
ures to bis productions had he lived in 
this ege. Bhakspeare, however, is still 
standard.”

“ Farmer Malone came to town from 
Johnstown Center Monday. 
He had 
failed to sign the pledge, and before 
night he was in such a state that Mil­ 
waukee Btreet seemed a wild, eddying 
whirl of 
eleotno lights and shooting 
stars, and each man be met seemed to 
have two heads. Sometime during tbe 
evening he disappeared and nothing 
has been seen of him since. 
Marshal Hogan found Malone’p horses 
on tbe street Monday night and put them 
in a livery stable, where they remained 
until Tuesday when Malone’s relatives 
came iu to see wh< re their kinsman had 
gone. Diligent inquiry after the miss­ 
ing man bas been made but nothing new 
Las oeen revealed. Malone is described 
as being about forty years of age. of sandy 
complexion, and with light moustache. 
A reward of fifty dollars for news of his 
whereabouts has been otiered.” 
Perhaps the investigation of the coro­ 
ner may reveal something farther.
